If  it  goes  further 
than  this,  the  next  step  is  J.  Elliot 
Cameron’s  (Dean  of  Student  Life) 
office.”

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)-The 
chairman  of  the  board  and  chief 
executive  officer  at  Nabisco  Inc.,  Lee  S.

President  Harold  B.  Lee  called  a New 
York  news  conference  to  announce  that 
Bickmore  would  continue  to  head 
Nabisco  but  will  serve  the  Church  in  its 
business  operations,  financing,  building 
activities,  communication,  welfare 
program  and  other  areas,  the  Church  said 
in  a news  release  issued  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

President  Lee  was  returning  from  a 
three-week  trip  to  Great  Britain, 
Switzerland,  Italy,  Germany,  Greece  and 
the  Holy  Land. 

Bickmore,  63,  a Church  member  from 
Short  Hills,  N.J.,  was  named  Nabisco 
president  in  1960.  He  has  been  chairman 
of  the  board  since  1968. 

In  the  remarks  distributed  in  advance 
of  the  news  conference,  President  Lee 
said  Bickmore  had  been  working  closely 
with  the  First  Presidency  for  two  years 
on  communication  and  organization 
matters. 

A Church  spokesman  said,  “Bickmore’s 
prominence  in  the  national  and 
international  business  world  and  as  an 
exponent  of  Church  principles  is  well 
known  throughout  the  Church.” 

He  has  spoken  to  several  Church 
gatherings  on  the  “importance  of  giving 
of  one’s  substance  to  help  the  Church 
through  tithing,  welfare  and  other 
contributions,”  the  spokesman  said.

David  M.  Kennedy,  U.S.  Ambassador  to 
NATO  and  former  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  will  spend  a full  day  on  campus 
Monday  as  the  guest  of  the  ASBYU 
Academics  Office  American  Perspectives 
Lecture  Series. 

Mr.  Kennedy,  who  formerly  was 
chairman  of  the  BYU  National 
Development  Council  and  received  the 
BYU  students’  Exemplary  Manhood 
Award  in  1969,  will  arrive  in  Salt  Lake 
City  Sunday  and  spend  part  of  the  day 
with  relatives. 

At  9 a.m.  Monday  at  BYU  he  will  meet 
briefly  with  Church  Education 
Development  officers  Don  Nelson  and 
Carl  Bacon  to  renew  acquaintances, 
review  the  University’s  fund-raising 
program  and  consult  on  new  programs. 
Bacon,  a personal  friend  of  Kennedy,  will 
be  his  BYU  host. 

He  also  will  take  part  in  a new  film, 
“Meet  the  Mormons,”  currently  in 
production  at  the  BYU  Motion  Picture 
Studios.  At  noon  Kennedy  will  lunch 
with  faculty  members  of  the  College  of 
Business,  headed  by  Dean  Weldon  J. 
Taylor. 

The  Ambassador’s  first  address  will  be 
presented  at  2 p.m.  in  a seminar  on 
“American  Economic  Policy”  for  MBA, 
Economics,  and  Business  faculty  and 
graduate  students.

Nicholas  Strike  also  spoke  at  the 
rally,  sponsored  by  the  College 
Republicans. 

Other  Republican  candidates 
speaking  included  Robert 
Wolthuis,  candidate  for  U.S.

First  District;  David  Monson, 


candidate  for  state  auditor, 
William  Dunn,  candidate  for  Utah 
secretary  of  state;  and  Malcolm 
Beck,  candidate  for  Utah  county 
commissioner,  two-year  term. 

Presenting  the  President’s  case 
before  some  400  students, 
Edward  Nixon  echoed  the 
restrained  tone  of  his  brother’s 
campaign  as  he  omitted  any 
reference  to  Sen.  George 
McGovern. 

Nixon  cited  the  President’s 
success  in  carrying  out  his  1968 
plan  to  end  the  Viet  Nam  war  and 
called  unilateral  withdrawal 
“encouragement  for  agression.” 

The  President’s  brother  said  on 


busing,  “It  is  required  where  a 
quality  education  is  involved,  but 
not  for  racial  balance.” 

“He  wants  eventually  to  get 
back  on  a free  market  approach,” 
commented  Nixon  when 
questioned  about  the  President’s 
economic  controls  policy. 

Candidates  Strike  and  Wolthuis 
were  less  restrained  as  Strike 
clashed  twice  verbally  with 
apparent  McGovern  supporters 
and  Wolthuis  denounced  the 
South  Dakota  senator  as  “wild 
and  far  out.” 

When  asked  repeatedly  what  he 
would  do  to  solve  Utah’s  road 
problem,  Strike  said,  “I’d  take  all 


the  able-bodied  citizens  on  social 
welfare  and  get  them  filling  up 
chuck  holes.”

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Fewer  at  war 

BYU  reserves  hold  own 


In  spite  of  the  winding  down  of 
the  Vietnam  War  and  the  fewer 
number  of  men  being  drafted,  the 
Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps 
units  at  BYU  are  holding  their 
own. 

Lt.  Col.  Gerald  Gillie,  Professor 
of  Military  Science  of  the  campus 
Army  ROTC  unit,  says  that  he  has 
410  students  enrolled  in  the 
program,  a decrease  of  51  from 
last  year.  Of  the  410,  48  are  on 
scholarship  and  220  are  receiving 
$100  a month  expense  money. 


increase  over  last  year’s 
enrollment.  Of  these  students, 
144  are  on  scholarships. 

Both  officers  say  there  is  still 
room  in  their  programs  for 
interested  male  students.  They 
encourage  male  students  who 
think  they  may  be  interested  in 
the  Reserve  Officer  Training 
Corps  program  to  visit  the  Wells 
ROTC  building.  There  are 
personnel  there  who  will  be  able 


to  explain  the  procedures  for 
enrolling  and  the  benefits  of  the 
programs. 

One  encouraging  aspect  of  a 
military  career,  ROTC  officials 
say,  is  the  recent  announcement 
that  the  United  States  is  moving 
toward  an  all  volunteer  military 
force.  This  means,  they  say,  that 
pay  and  bonuses  in  the  military 
will  be  comparable  with  civilian 
positions.

Sponsored  by  the  Ministry  of 
Education  of  Japan,  the 
scholarships  are  available  to  men 
or  women  under  age  35  who  are 
college  graduates.

And  then  proceed 
to  send  the  stompers  to  a Venus  Fly  Trap  patch. 

Possible  solutions  in  the  future  could  include  an 
electrically-charged  fence  spanning  the  sidewalks,  standing  four 
inches  tall.  People  who  were  about  to  cut  across  the  lawns  would  be 
in  for  a shock. 


Or,  fill  the  green  spaces  with  fertilizer.  This  would  be  a lot  less 
costly  and  more  practical.  Students  wouldn’t  want  their  shoes

The  next  time  you 
cut  across  the  lawn,  ask 
yourself  “What  am  I trying  to 
do?  Save  the  sidewalks?”

Taking  stock  of  hunting 


(EDITOR’S  NOTE:  We  would 
appreciate  response  to  the  foil  owing 
opinion  piece  that  both  sides  might 
be  viewed  fairly.) 


Man,  alone,  kills  for  sport  and 
spectacle.  His  greed  for  the  fur, 
the  feather,  the  head  and  the  horn 
may  add  new  species  to  those 
which  are  now  just  memories. 

In  extending  himself  from  shore 
- to  shore  on  every  continent  (save 
Antarctica)  man  has  made  i( 
conveniently  necessary  to  legally 
kill  anything  wild  that  naturally 
will  encroach  on  his  boundary. 

He  chastises  himself  for 
upsetting  the  balance  of  nature 
with  his  over-population  and 


comes  to  the  conclusion  the  only 
way  to  make  things  right  again  is 
to  take  the  situation  into  his 
hands  and  do  nature’s  job.  His 
courts  issue  hunting  licenses,  three 
caribou  per  season.  Some  shoot 
four  or  five,  leaving  the  additional 
carcasses  to  rot.  Others  shoot  out 
of  season,  and  the  number  killed 
is  usually  well  over  that  legally 
prescribed. 


LAST  YEAR  over  100  brown 
bear  and  grizzly  pelts  were 
illegally  smuggled  out  of  Alaska 
during  an  18-month  period. 

In  the  same  year,  311  polar 
bears  were  taken  legally  by  468 


licensed  hunters.  The  quota  set  by 
federal  authority  was  225. 
Another  100  were  illegally  taken. 

The  argument  of  a need  to  thin 
herds  is  perhaps  the  best  argument 
for  hunting.  But,  what  gives  man 
the  right  to  say  how  many  in  a 
herd  should  die?  In  the  Bible  it 
reads  man  has  dominion  over  all 
animals  of  the  earth.  Is  this  a 
license  to  kill? 

If  man  would  only  slay  the 
weak,  sick  or  old  animal  as  the 
natural  predator  does,  perhaps  he 
would  come  closer  to  fulfilling  his 
self-ordained  role  of  nature 
balancer.  Instead,  he  kills  the 
healthy,  handsome  animal.  He 
does  this  with  the  help  of  guns, 
dogs,  binoculars,  aircraft,  station 
wagons,  trail  bikes,  canoes, 
speedboats,  horses,  helicopters, 
snowmobiles  and  snow  shoes. 
Sport  is  based  on  fair 
competition.  Is  this  fair?  Does  the 
animal  have  a chance? 


IF  IT  were  necessary  to  hunt  to 
stay  alive  in  this  land,  the  hunter 
would  have  a valid  argument. 
However,  we  live  in  a country 
where  grocery  stores  flourish  on 
every  street  corner.  We  would  be 
wise  to  feed  our  eyes  and  ears 
with  the  sights  and  sounds  of  a 
rapidly  diminishing  wild 
life— rather  than  our  stomachs. 

The  Asian  religions,  notably 
Hinduism  and  Buddhism,  follow 
the  idea  the  spirit  of  God  dwells 
in  all  living  things  and  in 
destroying  life,  one  destroys  part 
of  the  Glory  of  the  Creator  ...  an 
interesting  thought  to  ponder  as 
one  gets  ’em  in  his  sights.

The  United  States  Army  has  probably  done  more  to  cure  its  one-time 
disastrous  drug  problem  than  any  other  institution  of  contemporary 
society. 

To  check  the  drug  problem,  the  Army  began  air  and  ground  searches 
for  marijuana.  The  organization  paid  one  piaster  (worth  less  than  one 
cent)  to  Vietnamese  farmers  for  every  marijuana  plant  destroyed  and 
stepped  up  the  use  of  “marijuana  dogs”-dogs  trained  to  sniff  out  the 
plant.  Barracks  searches  were  increased  and  customs  inspection  got 
tighter. 

The  Army  borrowed  ideas  from  community  drug  control  centers  such 
as  CODAC  in  Phoenix,  Ariz.  It  also  requested  ex-addicts  to  come  to 
group  seminars  to  “rap”  with  servicemen  in  their  own  jargon  about 
their  personal  experiences. 

To  squelch  heroin,  barbituate  and  amphetamine  use,  the  Army 
instigated  a routine  test,  in  which  urine  specimens  were  taken  from 
every  soldier  scheduled  to  leave  Asia.  Anyone  using  the  drugs  within 
five  days  prior  to  the  time  the  specimen  was  given  would  show  positive. 
Each  positive  test  was  re-checked  before  action  was  taken  to  prevent 
the  soldier  from  returning  home  before  he  was  cured. 

TO  PREVENT  those  who  would  discontinue  the  use  of  heroin  a week 
prior  to  their  scheduled  test,  Army  Urinalysis  Identification  Units  made 
periodic  checks  out  in  the  field. 

Through  this,  drug  experimenters  were  found  before  it  was  too  late 
and  addicts,  when  discovered,  could  be  given  rehabilitation  treatment 
before  they  were  sent  home. 

To  facilitate  these  measures,  President  Nixon  put  into  effect  the 
Special  Action  Office  for  I}rug  Abuse  Prevention  and  called  38-year-old 
Dr.  Jerome  Jaffe,  director  of  the  Drug  Abuse  Program  for  the  111.  Dept, 
of  Mental  Health,  to  head  it.  Jaffe  is  an  expert  on  the  methadone 
treatment  of  drug  addicts. 

The  President  also  called  for  increased  funds  for  the  anti-drug 
campaign  and  asked  for  the  immediate  establishment  of  testing 
procedures  and  rehabilitation  facilities. 

Diplomatic  pressure  was  put  on  countries  growing  and  processing 
poppies,  and  legislation  “seeking  to  permit  the  military  services  to 
retain  for  treatment  any  individual  due  for  discharge  who  is  a drug 
addict,”  was  put  through  the  channels  of  Congress 

The  attitude  of  the  Army  towards  the  addict  changed  dramatically. 
He  was  no  longer  treated  as  a felon  given  a dishonorable  discharge  but 
as  a sick  person  in  need  of  medical  assistance. 

We  would  advocate  the  Army’s  method  in  fighting  drug  abuse 
nationwide  because  military  drug  abuse  has  decreased  measurably. 
Perhaps  the  program  could  be  modified  to  suit  the  civilian  needs  of  the 
nation.

‘ The  place  to  go ’ 


New  Delhi  offers  foreigners’  drug  haven 


NEW  DELHI  (AP)-The 
long-haired  young  Frenchman,  his 
eyes  glazed  and  his  movements 
jerky,  climbed  the  stairs  to  the 
reception  desk  of  the  Hotel 
Crown  and  pleaded  for  a room. 

“He  had  no  money  and  was  on 
drugs,  so  I turned  him  away  and 
told  him  to  go  to  a hospital,”  said 
Bhagawan,  the  manager.  “They 
found  his  body  this  morning  in 
Connaught  Place,”  the  city’s  main 
shopping  district. 

Every  few  months  New  Delhi 
newspapers  carry  the  story  of 


another  young  Westerner  killed  by 
addiction.  Drugs  are  cheap, 
plentiful  and  potent  here,  and 
overdoses  are  a hazard  to  an 
addict  accustomed  to  diluted 
Western  narcotics. 

“I  saw  a girl  in  the  Crown  take 
enough  morphine  to  kill  a 
regiment,”  said  a doctor  who  was 
called  to  the  sleazy  little  hotel  on 
a narrow  street  of  Old  Delhi  to 
treat  another  overdosed  girl. 

In  the  world  of  the 
Western-kid-seekingrtruth-in-India, 
the  Crown  is  the  place  to  go.  The 


Mothers  take  to  the  air 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)-Four 
hundred  former  stewardesses, 
some  in  their  40s,  are  returning  to 
the  air  as  mothers. 

The  stewardesses,  who  had 
been  fired  as  far  back  as  1965  for 
becoming  pregnant,  are  back  in 
the  air  because  of  a 
court-approved  settlement  of  a 
suit  brought  by  their  union 
against  Trans  World  Airlines  and 
American  Airlines. 

The  Air  Line  Stewards  and 
Stewardesses  Association  argued 
the  firings  were  discriminatory,  in 
violation  of  1965  Equal 


Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  guidelines. 

In  the  settlement  reached  in 
March  in  Chicago,  the  two  airlines 
agreed  to  rehire  qualified 
stewardesses  . at  their  original 
seniority  level. 

Since  then  TWA  and  American 
have  rehired  400  women,  the 
oldest  45. 

The  returnees  say  being  a 
stewardess  is  better  the  second 
time  around. 

“I  feel  like  I’m  a better 
stewardess  now  than  I was  when  I 
was  22,”  says  TWA’s  Pat  Tuens, 
37,  a mother  of  two.

rooms  cost  four  to  six  rupees  a 
night- 5 5 to  80  cents.  If  the  guest 
wants  to  take  drugs,  there  is 
nothing  to  stop  him. 

But  the  Crown  has  been  lucky. 

“WE’VE  HAD  only  one  death 
so  far,  back  in  1968  right  after 
these  people  started  coming,” 
Bhagawan  said.  Now,  he  said, 
there  are  50  to  60  hippie  types  in 
his  hotel  on  a given  day,  even 
during  the  current  off-season, 
when  many  are  in  other  parts  of 
India.  “I’m  so  accustomed  to 
them,  I can  tell  when  they’re 
fixing.” 

Nobody  accuses  all  young 
Westerners  of  drug  addiction,  but 
that  and  moral  codes  which  are 
looser  than  India’s  stringent 
boy-girl  rules  are  the  bases  for 
occasional  parliamentary  demands 
that  they  be  banned. 

The  latest  was  early  this  month, 
after  a local  journalist  wrote  from 
Singapore  that  Southeast  Asian 
countries  were  cracking  down  on 
“long-haired  hippies”  who  were, 
in  turn,  heading  in  droves  to 
India.  A member  demanded  that 
the  Home  Ministry  keep  them 


out,  but  he  got  no  reply.  Prime 
Minister  Indira  Gandhi’s 
government  prides  itself  on  its 
tolerance. 

Mrs.  Gandhi  tried  to  put  the 
question  to  rest  last  April,  when 
she  defended  hippies,  especially 
those  who  reject  society  to  avoid 
“going  to  Vietnam  and  bombing 
the  innocent.” 

The  U.S.  Embassy,  which 
estimates  that  20  per  cent  of 
India’s  hippie-style  visitors  are 
Americans,  has  a special  lawyer  to 
whom  it  refers  over-staying  youth. 
He  claims  that  only  one  of  his 
clients  has  been  jailed  for  the 
infraction,  and  her  case  was  heard 
by  an  inexperienced  judge. 
Usually  the  penalty  is  probation 
with  a promise  to  leave.

BYU  security  officers  have 
started  issuing  warning  citations 
to  visitors  who  park  on  campus 
without  permits.

“We  like  to  have  visitors  come 
to  campus  and  they  are  welcome, 
but  with  10,000  to  15,000  cars  in 
a confined  area  every  day,  parking 
is  a big  problem  and  cooperation 
of  all  is  needed,”  Capt.  Nielsen 
observed. 

He  explained  visitors  may 
obtain  parking  permits  to  park  on 
campus  at  the  control  booth  at 
the  north  end  of  campus  near  the 
Alumni  House,  at  the  control 
booth  at  the  south  end  of  campus 
near  the  Health  Center,  at  the 
information  booth  at  University 
Avenue  and  12th  or  at  the 
Security  office  in  the  ASB. 

Previously  visitors  who  received 
citations  could  have  them 
cancelled  by  signing  and  mailing 
them  to  the  Security  Office. 
However,  Capt.  Nielsen  said,  this 
practice  was  abused.

Kissinger 

meetings 

serious 


WASHINGTON  (AP) 

Negotiations  between  presidential 
aide  Henry  A.  Kissinger  and  North 
Vietnamese  diplomats  have 
reached  the  “very  serious”  stage 
and  Kissinger  likely  will  return  to 
Paris  for  more  talks  next  week, 
the  Star-News  reported  yesterday. 

The  newspaper  quoted 
informed  sources  as  saying 
negotiations  have  narrowed  to  the 
point  that  the  two  sides  are 
bargaining  over  a political  formula 
for  changing  power  in  Saigon. 

It  said  the  mechanism  for 
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setting  up  a new  government  is  to 

be  tied  to  the  formula  President 
Nixon  proposed  May  8 for  a 
cease-fire  throughout  Indochina 
and  the  withdrawal  of  American 
troops. 

Kissinger’s  latest  meeting  with 
the  North  Vietnamese  diplomats 
in  Paris  ended  after  two  days. 
That  round  of  talks  followed  an 
1 1-day  interlude.  Previously,  talks 
between  the  Kissinger  and  the 
North  Vietnamese  have  been  more 
than  1 4 days  apart.

Murder  suspect  charged 


A Kearns,  Utah  man  was 
charged  Wednesday  with  first 
degree  murder  in  the  shooting 
death  of  Creed  Newman  of  Orem. 

Utah  County  Sheriff  Ralph 
Chappie  signed  a formal 
complaint  against  Duane  L. 
Wissler,  25.  The  suspect  and 
another  Kearns  man  were 
identified  at  the  Salt  Lake 
Metropolitan  Hall  of  Justice  in  a 
police  lineup  by  a 19-year-old 
Orem  girl. 

According  to  the  girl,  she  and 
Newman  had  been  swimming  at 
the  Castilla  hot  springs  in  Spanish 
Fork  Canyon  when,  at  1 a.m., 
they  were  approached  by  two 
men.  The  men,  also  in  bathing 
trunks,  insisted  the  girl 
accompany  them  in  a blue  pickup. 
She  refused. 

When  Newman  protested,  he 
was  shot  in  the  head.  The  girl  then 
flagged  down  a car  and  contacted 
the  Utah  County  Sheriff’s 
Department  by  telephone  from 
Mapleton. 

Newman  died  Sunday  in  a Salt 
Lake  hospital.  A .22-caliber  slug 
released  after  the  autopsy  is 
presently-  in  possession  of  the 
Utah  County  sheriff’s  office. 

Possible  charges  against  a 
second  Kearns  man  are  under 
investigation. 

Wissler  is  being  held  without 
bail,  an  action  objected  to  by 
Robert  Van  Sciver,  his  attorney, 
who  maintains  there  is  nothing  in 
the  Utah  State  Code  which 
prohibits  a petition  for  bail. 

He  said  the  state  law  applies

“There’s  no  way  now  to  relieve

He  said  education  facilities  in 
urban  areas  can  be  used  in  the 
Mountain  states  through  television 
satellites-a  program  envisioned 
by  the  Federation  to  beam  TV 
programs  to  remote  western  areas 
beginning  in  1974. 

Dr.  Alfred  J.  Eggers,  assistant 
director  of  research  applications 
for  the  National  Science 
Foundation,  also  addressed  the 
six -state  meeting. 

“We  have  much  more  scientific 
and  technical  talent  than  we  are 
using  effectively,”  said  Eggers. 

“And  we  have  the  background 
and  brains-the  research 
potential-to  find  the  answers  to 
many  of  the  problems  that  plague 
us  today.  We  need  to  put  it  all 
together,”  he  said. 

Eggers  said  the  Federation  has 
the  qualifications  for  a research 
application  program  to  promote 
the  six-state  area.

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They’re  going  hog -wild 

or  not  you  like  it,  winter’s  on  its  way

“If  you  see  a hog  running  with 
leaves  in  its  mouth  and  squealing, 
it’s  a sign  of  an  early  winter.” 

This  superstitution  on  weather 
is  ancient  but,  believe  it  or  not,  is 
still  used  in  many  parts  of  the 
country. 

The  residents  of  Utah  County 
need  not  rely  on  this  type  of 
superstitution  as  long  as  there  is 
evidence  of  a cold  early  winter 
right  before  their  eyes,  ears  and 
noses. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leon  Hedquist 
seem  to  have  their  own  tradition. 
For  20  years  they  have  been 
feeding  flocks  of  hummingbirds  at 
their  summer  residence  in  Provo 
Canyon. 

The  birds  left  their  resort, 
Hedquist  Heaven,  early  this 
month. 

“I  think  we  are  in  for  an  early 
winter,”  Mrs.  Hedquist  said.  “The 
birds  usually  leave  the  late  part  of 
of  September,  but  this  year  they 
were  nearly  all  gone  by  Sept.  3.” 

MANY  STUDENTS 

participating  in  BYU’s  survival 
program  have  commented  on  the 
upcoming  winter. 

“The  leaves  turned  to  their 
autumn  colors  faster  than  normal 
this  year,  and  most  of  the  animals 
I see  seem  to  have  their  heavy 
coat  of  winter  fur,”  said  Kay 
Winkleman,  a senior  survival 
instructor  from  San  Francisco. 

North  Carolina  folklore  agrees 
with  Miss  Winkleman. 
Traditionally,  if  wild  animals  have 
a heavy  coat  of  fur  by  September, 
it  will  be  a long,  hard  winter. 

Miss  Winkleman  also  noted  a 
good  quantity  of  berries  on  the 
bushes  in  the  area.  An  old  wives’ 
tale  reads,  “Plenty  of  berries  in 
fall  brings  cold  winter  for  all.” 

FARMERS  in  the  surrounding 
area  have  commented  on  the  thick 
shucks  of  their  corn. 

One  farmer  from  Millard 
County  said,  that  a folk  belief  of 


many  years  tells  that  if  corn  has 
thick  shucks  in  fall  harvest  there 
will  be  a hard,  early  winter. 

Anyone  think  the  summer  was 
too  hot  or  dry?  There  is  a 
superstitution  about  this  too. 

“If  the  summer  is  extremely 
hot,  the  following  winter  will  be 
early  and  turn  extremely  cold.” 

Another  one  reads  this  way: 

“A  dry  summer  is  a sign  of  a 
bad  winter.” 

RESIDENTS  of  Provo  with 
their  eyes  and  ears  turned  towards 
the  sky  at  night  would  have  heard 
the  cries  and  seen  the  shadows  of 
many  geese  and  swans  migrating 
in  late  August. 

A Misses  Holman  of  North 
Carolina,  a connoisseur  of 
superstitions,  would  follow  that 
tip.  She  believes  that  when  the 
wild  geese  fly  south  early  it  is  a 
sign  of  a cold  winter. 

If  Misses  Holman  had  been 
ldoking  groundward,  she  could 

Winter  wasps , 
blackbirds 

Winter  wasps  and  blackbirds 
have  a lot  in  common.  According 
to  one  old  superstition,  winter  is 
near  when  blackbirds  appear.  This 
is  probably  a very  logical  scientific 
discovery.  Blackbirds  have  been 
seen  just  before  winter  has  set  in. 

Wasps  also  have  much  to  do 
with  causing  winter.  If  they  come 
out  thickly  in  the  fall  it  is  a sure 
sign  that  winter  is  upon  us. 

Winter  has  many  causes. 
According  to  tradition  and 
superstition,  there  will  be  a bad 
winter  every  seven  years,  but,  if 
the  first  snow  falls  on  unfrozen 
ground,  a mild  winter  can  be 
expected. 

Some  people  can  smell  winter 
and  forecast  it  accurately.  Others 
can  feel  it  in  their  bones  and  can 
forecast  the  exact  day  that  it 
should  begin.  So  be  careful,  many 
an  unsuperstitious  soul  has  frozen 
his  hands  and  toes  because  he 
failed  to  listen.

Another  sign  of  early 
winter  is  a cat  that  turns  its  tail  to 
the  fire. 

PERSONS  who  don’t  take 
stock  in  animals  should  note  that 
thunder  in  the  fall  also  means  that 
the  winter  coming  soon  will  be 
cold. 

Even  the  United  States  Weather 


Bureau  seems  to  agree.  According 
to  station  meteorologists  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  lows  in  temperature 
with  above  average  precipitation 
are  expected  for  the  next  month.

Richard  Schweicker,  (R-Pa.),  after  listening  to  former  A7  Corsair 
pilot  William  Groepper  in  a closed  hearing,  said  he  felt  “some  higher 
echelon”  may  be  involved  in  the  raids  which  were  similar  to  those  for 
which  Air  Force  Gen.  John  Lavelle  was  relieved  of  command.

SALT  LAKE  CITY— Police  and  Utah  law  enforcement  officers  arrived 
at  an  apartment  pretending  to  be  gamblers  early  yesterday  joined  a card 
game  and  then  arrested  seven  persons  on  gambling  charges,  officers  said.

No  endorsement 

WASHINGTON— The  La  Raza  Unida  party  refuses  to  endorse  either 
Richard  Nixon  or  George  McGovern  for  president  because  “there’s  no 
difference  between  them,”  the  party’s  chairman  said  Thursday. 

Instead,  Jose  Angel  Gutierrez  said  at  a news  conference,  party  leaders 
are  asking  all  Spanish-surnamed  people  to  refuse  to  vote  for  a 
presidential  candidate.

July  12. 


Objectionable  books, 
magazines  banned 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)-The 
Salt  Lake  City  Commission 
unanimously  passed  a 
pornography  ordinance  yesterday 
to  prohibit  certain  types  of  books 
and  magazines  from  being 
displayed  on  news  stands  and  in 
bookstores. 

“The  ordinance  is  designed  to 
prohibit  exposing  minors  to 
material  which  may  be  legal  for 
adults  but  which  is  considered 
harmful  to  minors,”  said 
Commissioner  James  L.  Barker  Jr. 

He  said  the  ordinance  is  actually 
restatement  of  an  existing  city 
ordinance  to  which  some 
amendments  were  made  to 
control  display  of  objectionable 
material. 

During  a public  hearing  on  the 
proposal,  a spokesman  for 
magazine  distributors  told  the 
commission  that  if  the  proposal 
was  not  altered  it  threatened  to 
push  them  out  of  business.
